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Lomax, on leavingColumbus League, - 


Encourages community to c

When Frank Lomax took 
over as President of the 
Columbus Urban League in 
1975, after a four-year stintasa 

Deputy Director in the State 
' Department of Natural Re- 
sources, he didn’t think he 
would.be there very jong: 

“My pattern had been that | 
had not worked on any job 
longer than five years,” Lomax 
said. “But maturity sets in, and 
the challenge, the excitement 
of what I've been doing. There 
are still a lot of challenges for 
the job, and for the agency, in 
light of the fact that the mission 
of the agency is not complete.” 

Lomax is ending his 10-year 
association with the Columbus 
Urban League by staying “in 
the family” -- moving up to the 
number two position in the 
Natural Urban League, Execu- 
tive Vice President to President 
John Jacob, in charge of run- 
ning the day-to-day operations 
of the League office in New 
York City. 

As Lomax has grown with 
him. It has established a 
research center, which created 
the crucial “State of Black 
Columbus, 1980" report. It 
created a word processing 
training center, providing 
increased skills to many low- 
income residents of Colum- 
bus. It computerized the 
employment assistance func- 
tion in its office; an employer 
seeking qualified Black 
workers can receive the names 
and. backgrounds of all the 
applicants at the League which 
meet the company's needs 
within moments. It has 

, expanded its United Way dol- 
lars by more than 150 percent. 

And, it has been done under 
the watchful, prodding eye of 


Frank Lomax. 

In spite of the internal 
changes which Lomax has 
been able to accomplish, he 
believes the most important 
contribution of the League in 
his 10-year tenure “has been 
the ability of the agency to 
become involved in major pub- 
lic policy issues in the town.” 
Lomax points with pride to the 
development, after the police 
slaying of Larry Minnifield and 
Keith Burke, of a firearms pol- 
icy for police; of the strong bus- 
iness Community involvement 
in providing relocation assist- 
ance for families displaced by 
1-670; and of the league's key 


tion of Columbus 
schools as examples of the 
League’s ability to serve as a 
catatyst for positive public 
action in Columbus. 

Probably no other event dur- 
ing Lomax's administration 
had the impact of “The State of 
Black Cotumbus, 1980”. When 
it was released, in the fall of 


1980, ‘‘initially it was coolly 


received,'’' Lomax says, 
“because nobody wants to 
have his dirty linen held up 


. before him.” 


In fact, at the time of. its 
release, it received only minor 
comment by the daily press, 
and:scant notice on television. 
An editor's comment in The 
Citizen-Journal. gave short 
shrift to the report, arguing 
that, while its conclusions were 
serious, the mood was not right 


for the ambitious efforts envi- 


sioned by the report. 

Yet the report, Lomax says, 
was a "direct catalyst” for crea- 
tion of the Employment and 
Education Commission of 
Columbus and Franklin 
County, which also-departing 
Private Industry Council Direc-

tor Odella Welch believes is 
key because of the “invovie- 
ment and support of the busi- 
ness community” in its efforts. 

In addition, the League's 
report, which was a compila- 
tion of data from various sour- 
ces that is race-specific, has 
been cited in several other 
reports, including those by the 
United Way and the Columbus 
Department of Development: 
The report has “been able to 
ensure that race-specific data 
would be collected, and used,” 
Lomax said. 

Since its inception in the 
early-1900s as a social service 
agency to assist Blacks from 
the South in adjusting to life in 
America’s northern cities, the 
Urban League --both in 
Columbus and nationwide -- 
has been primarily oriented 


~ toward assisting people with 
employment problems. 


While, as Lomax says, “the 
majority of resources still go to 
employment.” the League has 
had to update its methods, 
andhas been forced to “stay 
abreast of current technology 
in the provision of social 
services.” 

The Urban League President 
has found that, “generally 
speaking, the corporate Com- 
munity has been fairly suppor- 
tive” of his efforts to provide 
employment and social servi-

ces to the League's pre- 
dominately-Black con- 
stituency. Under Lomax, the 
League has had “two major 
partnerships,” with Anheuser- 
Busch and IBM, to provide 
educational and training 
opportunities for low-income

of the business community, 
Lomax says, “nobody's waving 
a flag, but they're beginning to 
deal with some of the issues.” 
He cites the $250,000 raised by 
the local business community 
in 1-670 relocation assistance 
as the only project of its kind in 
the country, andan example of 
the public-private partnership 
that he has tried to enhance. 
Yet Lomax remains dissatis- 
fied with the corparate com- 
munity’s commitment to affir- 
mative action. “We don't see 
enough Black vice-presidents 
in these corporations, we don't 
see enough Blacks on the 
boards,” Lomax argues. ; 
The condition is sympto- 


“matic of a “national retreat on 


affirmative action and equal 
employment opportunity, a 
Congress that has not had 
much backbone, a changing 
political environment. The 
public is saying, ‘we don’t need 
all those things now.

“The first store that |! owned was 
in a mostly white neighborhood. 
There were few middle class Black 
families there. We used to sell 
yogurt, plenty of fresh fruit and 
vegetables, and steaks and fish. 
Our sale of junk food such as 
candy and sodas was not very 
good. ~ 

“When | opened my second 
store in a slum area, the situation 
was entirely different. | wanted to 
bring a nice, clean store to a poor 
Black neighborhood so that my 
people would be able to get the 
good foods that they needed with- 
. out having to leave their neighbor- 
hood. So | stocked the store with 
the best of everything. 

“Boy, was | surprised. The first 
day | sold 300 doughnuts, jelly

We all have our stereotyped 
images of the homeless. One is the 
“bag lady,” and elderly woman 
with her shopping cart piled high 
with junk. Another is the “wino,” 
the alcoholic man or woman 
slumped in a doorway or sleeping 
on a subway grate. The homeless 
are people with mental or emo- 
tional problems, we've been told, 
and many of them actually prefer 
to live on the streets. | 

But the past few years have shat- 
tered these stereotypes. Certainly, 
many of the homeless still fit the 
above descriptions. Increasingly. 
however, their ranks have swelled 
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: families ~ many of them minority 
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doughnuts went like hot cakes. So 
| ordered more and sold 700 of 
them the next day. Every day my 
doughnut sales increased. The 
items that sold out on-a regular 
basis before closing time were 
candy, coffee, pastry, sodas, dill 
pickles, pickled pigs feet, 
cigarettes and hot dogs.

Noone wanted 
them. So | stopped carrying them.

Some people eat dough- 
nuts for breakfast, lunch and 
dinner. Most of my customers are 
way, way overweight. One lady,

who weighed 240 pounds, had six * 


doughnuts. and a diet soda. for 
breakfast often. She came in again 
in the evening and bought a hot 
dog, three doughnuts, coffee and 
a dill pickle..Obviously, on welfare, 
she used food stamps for her 
purchases.

These. were. the 
closing words of South African 
leader Nelson Mandela as he 
showed, once again, that more 
than 20 years in a South African 
prison have not broken his spirit... 
nor his commitment to his people. 
Bishop Tutu, this year's Nobel 
Peace Prize winner, has said that 
Mr. Mandela will be South Africa's 


first Black prime minister, that “he 


represents all our genuine leaders, 
in prison and in exile ... Hence our 
call, ‘Free Mandela’...” 

But whois Nelson Mandela? itis 
a sad commentary on American 
foreign policy and on our media 
that most Americans can recite the 
name of Poland's recent hero, 
Leth Walesa, but have never heard 
of South Africa’s legendary free- 
dom fighter, Nelson Mandela. 

Mr. Mandela was a practicing 
attorney until he became a leader 
of South Africa's now-outlawed 


African National Congress (or 
ANC). For years he and the NAC 
peacefully potitioned the minority 
white ruled government for basic 
democratic rights for the African 
majority, 

in 1960, however, the Sharpe- 
ville massacre put an end to these 
peaceful requests. At Sharpeville, 
the white South African police 
opened fire on an unarmed gather- 
ing of Africans, killing 67 and 
wounding almost 200, mostly in 
the -back.-Mr.-Mandela-and—the 
ANC, as well as another African 
organization, the Pan African 
Congress, then organized a 
peaceful march in which 20,000 
Africans participated. The South 
African govenrment reacted by 
outlawing both the ANC and the 
PAC and jailed over 11,000 
Africans. |

Mr. Mandela and other ANC 

leaders then went underground. 


When he surfaced again in 1962, 
he was arrested and sentenced to 


tite. imprisonment,.qn. brutad 


Robben Island. At his trial in 1962, 
Mr. Mandela uttered these pro- 
phetic words: “Throughout 50 
years of existence the African 
National Congress has done ever- 
ything possible to bring its 
demands ‘to the attention of suc- 
cessive South African govern- 
ments. Ultimately, if there is no 
dawning of sanity on the part of 
the govenrment the dispute 
between the government and my 
people will be settled by force.” 
Now, after 20 years imprison- 
ment, Mr. P.W. Botha, the white 
president of South Africa, says the 
government will release Mr. Man- 
dela if he will just disavow violence 
in any form. Mr. Manela replied to 
Botha with these words: “Let him 
renounce violence. Let him say 
that he will dismantle apartheid ...\ 
cannot sell my birthright nor am | 


prepared to sell the birthright of 
the people to be free.” 

Me. Mandela also referred to his 
wife. Winnie, a leader in her own 
right. For the past 17 years she has 
been banned by the government 
and forced to live an isolated life, 
apart from her people. 


Yet, in the midst of new outrages 
by the South African government, 
there are also signs of hope. For 
the first time in over 20 years. the 
words of Nelson Mandela were 
printed in a major South African 
Newspaper, indicating the effect 
of worldwide pressure. Nelson 
Mandela promises to return. We 
must all keep up the pressure so 
that he can make good on that 
promise.

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“Aremarkable man passes 


The passing of Walter G. Strickfaden, retired chief of the 
Columbus Fire Department, last week at the age of 100 
probably went unnoticed by thy Black community. Strick- 
faden was advocating and practicing racial integration 
when the present crop of Black community leaders were in 


kindergarten or yet unborn. 


Before retiring in 1966 at the age of 82, Strickfaden had 
devoted 60 years to fighting fires on the one hand and 
racism within the department on the other hand. Soon after 
the first of his 18 years as chief, he not only streamlined the 
fire tighting service, he personally dealt.a knockout blow to 
sacial discrimmination within the department. 

When Stickfaden became chief in the late 1940's all Black 
tiretighters were assigned to an all Black station on 20th St. 
near Mt. Vernon Ave. Although most of the Blacks held the 
rank of lieutenant or captain, they primarily served as 


firefighters... 


However, gear Strickfaden, who hadn't forgotten that . 


the all Black 


8 fire station had been the target of protests 


by the Black community for years, promptly ordered the 
integration of the department with Blacks assigned to sta- 


tions throughout the city. 


After white firefighters reluctantly accepted the integre- 
gation order but drew the color line on sharing the kitchen 
and eating facilities with Blacks, Strickfaden countered by 
insisting that they either follow his order or he would shut 
off the gas and close kitchens at each station. Otherwise, he 
demanded that all firemen eat together while on duty, or 


assignment. 


_pack a lunch at home before beginning their 24-hour work 


Because of Strickfaden’s ironclad order, the Columbus 
: Division of Fire became integrated, along before it was 


fashionable to do so. 


Stricktaden, who had the distinction of being the only 
holder of the title of Columbus fire chief emeritus died 
recently a few weeks before his 101st birthday. 

In our book, Walter G. Strickfaden was truly a remarkable 
man who should long be remembered in the Black commun- 
ity for writing a-page of Columbus history.

The younger Davis, of 1928 
Agler Rd. was arrested at his 
home Feb. 28 and charged with 
the offense. He was arraigned 
March 2 in Franklin County 
Municipal Court, and was 
being held Tuesday in the 
county jail-in lieu of a $75,000 
surety bond. A preliminary 
hearing has been scheduled 
for March 11. 

Busby was arrested March 4 
about 2:30 p.m. at Ross Clean- 
ers, 2662 E. Broad St., where he 
worked. He also was charged 


with one count of aggravated 

murder. 

Busby, who was arraigned 

Tuesday, was being held in the 

county jail on a $100;000 cash 

or surety bond. He has been 
scheduled for a preliminary 

hearing March 13. 

Homicide Sgt. John Cheru- 
bini said police believe the 
younger Davis was the trig- 
german in the slaying of his 
father. Cherubini said Busby 
was arrested and charged for 
alleged providing the shot- 
bun ard‘helping the younger 
Davis dump the body. 

Police also suspect robbery 
was the motive in the elder 
Davis’ murder.

Carl Lewis captures Owens | 
amateur athiete trophy 


Quadruple Olympic gold 
medalist Carl Lewis has been 
named the winner of the fifth 
annual Jesse Owens Interna- 
tional Amateur Athlete Award. 

The award, which is named 
after the legendary Olympian 
who won four gold medals at 
Berlin in 1936, is given to the 
athlete. who best personifies 
excellence in athletic perfor- 
mances as well as sincere 
cooperation and understand- 
ing among peoples of all 
nations. 

Lewis was chosen from a list 
of 21 candidates who were 
selected by a worldwide panel 
of electors from North Amer- 
ica, Europe, Asia, South Amer- 
ica, Central America, the 
Caribbean and Africa. Lewis 
was presented the award at the 
Jesse Owens International 
Amateur Athlete Award dinner 
recently at the Waldorf-Astoria 
in New York. 

Lewis, regarded by many as 
the world’s premier athlete, 
became the first track and field 
competitor since Owens to win 
four gold medals in one Olym- 
pics. A 23-ydar-old member of 
the Santa Monica Track Club, 
Lewis captured his gold 
medals in the.100 and 200
